$25,000 Also Allocated as 
‘Co-operation’ Token; 
Delagation To Confer 
With Federal Officials. 


Moving with speed seldom display- 
ed by the legislative branch of the At-

U. S. Informed It Can 
Take $6,000,000 Under 
County Plan; Talmadge 
Hits Temporary Relief. 


The state highway department Mon- 
day called for bids on approximately 
$1,250,000 worth of projects and in- 
formed the federal government that it 
was ready to guse an _ additional 
$6,000,000 in federal money for coun- 
ty maintenance program under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's new plan to boost 


employment. Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge meanwhile prepared to entrain 
for Washington, where he will seek 
to have relief funds expended on per- 
manent improvements, including the 
long-sought $12,000,000 metropolitan 
sewer system for Atlanta. 

The highway projects, totaling 20, 
which will be let te contractors on 
November 24, include paving work, 
grading and bridgework, nn the 
new $100,000 bridge over the Chat- 
tahooche river on the Atlanta-Austell 


road. 
State Seeks $6,000,000. 

That there would be an immediate 
increase in the flow of federal money 
into Georgia highway construction ap- 
peared certain after Chairman J. 
Mangham, of the state highway board, 
informed Thomas H. MacDonald, di- 
rector of the federal bureau of public 
roads, that the state can use imme- 
diately up to- $6,000,000 of the $90,- 
000,000 set aside by the president for 
maintenance work in counties, the 
government having announced earlier 
in the day that it would allocate up 
to $5,000 each on six projects in every 
county in the state _ providing the 
program met with the approval of 
the highway department. 


Mr. Mangham informed Mr. Mac- 
Donald that the highway d . t 
was more than willing to do its part 
in laying out and ‘supervising the 
projects. Funds for this work are to 
be provided both. from the federal 
highway money and the funds of the 
Emergency Relief Corporation.

Governor ‘Talmadge will leave at

“Already there has been enough ex- 
pended on relief in Atlanta to make 
a big headway on the sewer system 
and yet the city has nothing to show 
for the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in federal money expended here,” 
the governor said, “I am going to try 
to get the government to put those 
on the relief rolls to work on some- 
thing which will be beneficial to the 
community and be of a lasting na- 
ture.”

The governor said that the money 
to be expended on road projects for 
which contracts will be let on No- 
vember 24 will make up, with the 
projects previously contracted for, 
about one-fifth of the state’s $10,- 
000,000 emergency road fund.

Resettlement of Farms 
Foreseen by Wallace 


Secretary of Agriculture Predicts Carefully 
Planned and Profitable Growing 
for Near Future. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—(7)—A “ra- 
tional resettlement of America” was 
pictured today by Secretary of Agri- 


culture Wallace as one of the probable 
results of the new process of limiting 
crop production. 

_ Addressing the 47th annual conven- 
tion of the Association of Land Grant 
Colleges and Universities, Secretary 
Wallace forecast the complete control, 
acre by acre, of all American farm 
land. 

“It is clear that we must determine 
in the. immediate future which lands 
are best suited for the commercial 
production of the staple crops, which 
had best be put back into trees, and 
which should not be useil for agricul- 
ture at all, but simply for places of 
recreation and residence,” he said. 

The acreage of harvested crops in 
this country next year probably will 
be between 30,000,000 and 35,000,000 
acres under the total of recent years, 
said the secretary. This outlook for 
decreased production, he said, called 
for the immediate consideration of 
acreage allotments for the various 
crops. : 

“In changing our pattern of basic 


crop production,” he said, “we have 
set upon a process which ig bound to 
alter our entire agricultural struc- 
ture; and I think it may go beyond 
that and lead in time to a rational 
resettlement of America. The agricul- 
tural adjustment experiment is the 
opening move of a historic attempt to 
devise a sensible working policy for 
our land.” 

Warning that it was much easier 
to do nothing, or to do only those 
things which would not be disturbing 
to the timid, Wallace said there was 
a real job for the colleges in turning 
out graduates who deliberately prefer- 
red to grapple with tough problems. 

The secretary said farmers during 
the past few years had been “striving 
as desperately as the slaves of Pharoah 
to produce the maximum,” and that 
this, combined with “a battle of trade 
barriers,” had built up a vast over- 
production which had caused agricul- 
ture to stagnate under low prices and 
mounting debts, 

Wallace said the adjustments which 
must be made not only in farms and 
factories but in methods of thinking

Henderson Scores Nation 

_ for Failure To Earnest- 
ly Seek Way Out of the 
Present Deadlock.

GENEVA, Nov. 12.—(@)—Arthur 
Henderson was represented in author- 
itative circles tonight as wanting to 
resign the presidency. of the world 
disarmament conference because of 
the failure of various governments to 
seek earnestly some way out of the 
arms deadlock, 

The British veteran peace worker 
was said to be displeased with the 
belief prevalent here that it is hope- 
less to resume the disarmament con- 
ference December 4, the date set for 
the reopening of the discussions short- 
ly after Germany withdrew. 

Mr. Henderson was reported critical 
of the governments for not proceed- 
ing with a draft convention, despite 
Germany’s departure, as they decided 
to do in October, and for sending 
“unimportant” representatives, having 
no authority to deal with outstanding 
problems, to a committee meeting. 

_“I refuse to be a party to procras- 
tination,” he is quoted as saying in 
reference to Germany's attitude of 
aloofness. 

A session of the arms control com- 
mittee today was marked by a clash 
between Japan and soviet Russia 
when Representative: Sato, of Japan, 
declared it was extremely difficult for 
his government to accept a contro! of 
urmaments and especially automatic 
investigation,

HENDERSON’S MESSAGE 
IS READ TO COMMONS 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(#)—Arthur 
Henderson, in a personal message 
read to the house of commons tonight, 
threatened to quit as president of the 
world disarmament conference unless 
governments change their “attitude” 
regarding arms, 

The announcement came as a sen- 
sation and as a climax to a debate on 
disarmament in which the British gov- 
ernment’s policy at Geneva was 
severely criticized. 

Sir Stafford Crips, labor party col- 
league of Henderson, wound up the 
debate. for the oposition and read the 
veteran peace worker’s message. : 

“I have not decided to resign,” it 
said, “but the present situation is most 
unsatisfactory. 

“Unless there is a change in the 
present situation, I cannot continue as 
president of the conference. No re- 
sults are likely to be achieved by the 
attitude adopted by delegations at a 
recent meeting, and it is useless for 
me to remain here for months unless 
the attitude changes.”’ 

A vote of censure moved by the la- 
bor party on the grounds that the gov- 
ernment’s disarmament course did not 
represent the will of the people, as ex- 
pressed in recent elections, was defeat- 
ed, 409 to 54.

said he had not obtained:any convine- 


‘ing evidence that the cocci or diplo- 


cocci newly created have preventive 
or curative effect on tuberculosis in 
guinea pigs or rabbits, and they ap- 
parently have no harmful effect on 
either. 

Dr. Maher is chairman of the Con- 
necticut tuberculosis commission. He 
has spoken at gatherings in this and 
foreign - countries on his ‘warfare 
against the “white plague.” . 

Tonight, he had invited physicians 
to meet with the commission to listen 
to a technical address which reviewed 
research, experiment and use of what 
he called a non-acid-fast cocci and 
diploecoeei. The acid produced by 
these, he explained, is harmless to 
themselves but full of harm to the 
germs from which they are derived. 

Of the title of his paper, Dr. Maher 
said he had first thought it should be: 
“How to coax tubercle bacilli to com- 
mit suicide.” But as this was flippant 
he called it: “The progeny of the tu- 
bercle baccilli,” a subject, unrelated 
to this paper, he had treated of at 
Brissels in 1910 and at Berlin in 

Dr. Maher related experiments with 
both bovine and human tuberculosis 
germs, the latter fram various sana- 
teria, how the past summer his micro- 
aaege showed a non-acid-fast cocci and 
diplococci outnumbering tubercle bac- 
cilli in the test flask, 

The doctor said on August 3 the 
blue germs which had appeared in the 
flask had disintegrated the tubercu- 
losis germ. The contents began to 
whiten and in three| days they were 
one-quarter curd and three-quarters 
whey. The tubercle baccilli had. dis- 
appeared and the flask held an almost 
pure culture of acid-producing cocci 
and diplococci. In these experiments 
Dr. Maher referred to a sterile litmus 
blue milk he had brought into use. 

“It occurred to me that my own un- 
supported claims might fail of secur- 
ing attention they deserved,” said he, 
“And I decided before I made results 
public I would ask some prominent 
physicians among my \associates in the 
tuberculosis campaign to endeavor to 


corroborate my results.” 


He told hig secrets to Dr. Edward 
J. Lynch at Shelton, and to heads 
of sanatoria, who acdepted opportuni- 
ty to work along the new lines. 

“It so happened,” paid Dr. Maher. 
“Dr. Lynch had the best and largest 
supply of old culture| of tubercle bac- 
cilli on hand. He reported enthusiaa- 
tically, after two weeks, that he ha 
succeeded in breaking down a year- 
old culture of a strain from Saranac 
into beautiful cocci and diplocoeci. 
In a few days he had secured good 
cultures of these in glycerin broth and 
glycerine agar.” 

Dr. Gibson also reported success, 
and later Dr. Campbell did the same. 

“TI realize thoroughly that I am not 
the only worker who has seen cocci 
in old culture of tubercle baccilli and 
who ras speculated as to their origin 
and significance,” said Dr. Maher. 
“But, like my work. their findings 
were accidental and their spceulations 
as to the source of the discovered coc- 
ci were wild and unconvincing.” 

The doctor said the “thandiest stone” 
available to whoever desires to criti- 
cize a paper like this would be 
“contamination.” Every precaution 
against contamination was taken. He 
said he and his associates had some 
interesting results, but yet too few, 
and the time too short to justify pub- 
lication,

LEAF SALES DOUBLED

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 13.—(P)— 
North Carolina tobacco growers re- 
ceived for tobacco they sold last 
month nearly twice as much as for 
their salee in October of last year, 
the state-federal crop reporting serv- 
ice indicated in its report today. 

Higher prices and a greater vol- 
ume of sales were responsible. 

Sales in October totaled 167,943,- 
957 pounds which brought an aver- 
age of $15.05 a hundred as compared 
with sales of 104,972,582 pounds in 
the same month of 1932 which 
brought an average of only $12.59, 
the report revealed. 

On the basis of these figures, grow- 
ers grossed approximately $25,576.- 
000 for their tobacco sold last month 
as compared with $13.215,000 in Oc- 
tober, 1932. However, farmers have 
to pay warehouse costs, whic}, ap- 
proximate 2 per cent of the receipts.

Some 2,500 striking anthracite 
miners in the Panther Creek valley 
of Pennsylvania marched on a meet- 
ing of their union leaders and said 
they would ignore’ an order to return 
to work, t ' 

Union officials, a few hours ear- 
liér had announced the strike had 
been discontinued and a commit- 
tee would meet with operators today 
to discuss the miners’ grievances. 

To midwestern farmers, Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace expressed deep 
sympathy, comparing their efforts, in 
a speech at Chicago, to the toil of 
Pharoah’s slaves.

For Common Hound Dog

VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 13.—(?)— 
The success of the program of the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 


tion depends on the support and co- 
operation of the farmer, Dr. Phil 
Campbell, administration official, said 
here in an interview. 

Dr. Campbell expressed the belief 
that farmers, especially cotton and 
tobacco farmers, will find themselves 
in better shape financially next fall if 
they will co-operate with the admin- 
istration in its program to reduce 
acreage in crops which are now over- 
produced. , 

He said the only way to raise prices 
of farm products is to curtail pro- 
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duction to the . oint where there is no 
surplus. “It is the aim of the admin- 
istration,” he assert “to raise the 
buying power of the American farm- 
er to the pre-war level,” : 

Since the administration began its 
program of adjustment, prices of farm 
products have increased 37 per cent 
and industrial products have risen 
only 17 per cent, he said. “Industrial 
prices may go higher before another 
planting season, but I do not believe 
they will catch up with the increase 
in farm prices.” | 

The farmer has already reaped some 
benefit from the administration’s pro- 
gram in that he has gotten returns 
for participating in the federal cot- 
ton acreage reduction campaign and 
the policy of the government in lend- 
ing money on cotton, he said. Tobacco 
farmers, he continued, will benefit 
from the adjustment program of the 
administration this year also. ; 

“It’s up to the farmer—if he will 
co-operate with the administration in 
adjusting his production so that we 
may get rid of the sprpluses on hand, 
he will be better off this time next 
year,” he said. ;

Unique Experiment at 


lege Described by King. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13—(#)—An agri- 
cultural college designed to turn out 
leading farmers rather than farm 
leaders was described in an address 
here today before the American Asso- 
ciation for the advancement of agri- 
cultural teaching. 


The speaker was George H. King, 
dean of instruction at Abraham Bald- 
win Agricultural College, now in its 
first year of operation at Tifton, Ga. 


The sole announced purpose of the 
school is to send better equines farm- 
ers and farm home makers back to 
the soil in rural Georgia, and all of 
its eourses have been designed for 
that end. Members of the board of 
regents of the university system. of 
Georgia call it an unique educational 
experiment. 

The founding of the school, King 
said, “was partly in answer to the 
criticism that agricultural colleges 
have not been training farmers.” 

“While representatives of agricul- 
tural education have defended the 
charge on the ground that rural lead- 
ers were needed,” he continued, “the 
large pereentage of agricultural college 
graduates who failed to return to the 
farms leads one to believe that per- 
haps all of the graduates who went 
into positions of leadership were not 
leaders. 

“In Georgia, for example, only 18.4 
per cent of the graduates of the Geor- 
gia State College of Agriculture from 
1902 to 1925 became farmers, and 
half of these had other business in- 
terests in addition to farming.” 

He said the need for recruits had 
passed in the field for the type of agri- 
cultural leaders turned out by the 
more formal agricultural schools and 
the present need is for leading ‘farmers. 

The Georgia school also was design- 
ed to meet the needs of students of 
limited means, unable to pay for a 
four-year course in the old type of 
college, King said, and the two-year 
course at Abraham Baldwin was made

Atlanta Bar Association 
Names Committee to 
Make Exhaustive Analy- 
sis for Assembly Action. 


Deliberate and disinterested study 
of proposed legislation affecting Ful- 
ton county has been undertaken by 
the Atlanta Bar Association with a 
view of presenting to the Georgia leg- 
islature a well-planned and compre- 
hensive code of local laws designed to 
render more efficient the transaction 
of county affairs, Robert C. Alston, 
president of the association, announc- 
ed Monday. 

The investigation will be made by 
a committee composed of J 
Stubbs, chairman; F. M. Bird and Al- 
len W. Clapp, with Linton C. Hop- 
kins acting in an advisory capacity 
with the committee, Mr. Alston said. 

Mr. Alston’s statement, giving the 
purposes and details of the plan, is 
as follows: 

“During recent months public at- 
tention in the city of Atlanta and 
Fulton county has been repeatedly and 
almost continuously focused upon the 
public affairs of this county, There 
is ample evidence that public lethargy 
is being replaced by intelligent in- 
terest in the affairs of local govern- 
ment. Such a situation presents a 
background for constructive progress- 

“An analysis of the many suggcs- 
tions that have resulted from the nn- 
merous inquiries into the affairs of 
Fulton county reveals the necessarity 
for changes in the locals laws affect- 
ing Fulton county. Too often in the 
past it has been impossible for the 
legislature to give adequate and delib- 
erate thought to the legislative pro- 
posals that are presented during the 
short session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture, and the Atlanta Bar Association 
conceives it to be self-evident that 
deliberate and disinterested study of 
proposed legislation affecting the af- 
fairs of this county would inevitably 
result in simplifying the task of the 
members of the legislature when giv- 
ing consideration to measures that are 
sought to be enacted for the benefit 
of county government.

Georgians Monday were asked by 
United States Senator Richard B. 
Hussell Jr., Congressman M. C. Tar- 
ver and Judge James B. Park to back 
the American Red Cross in its annual 
roll call now in progress, Senator 
Russell pointed out that the Red 
Cross during 1933 has provided flour 
and cotton for 166,682 Georgia fam- 
ilies, aided 7,356: disaster sufferers, 
and 7,723 families of service and ex- 
service men.

STATE BANK FUNDS 


Way Opened for Increase 
of Capital Stock, Says 
Supervisor Swan. 


The way was opened Monday for 
more than 40 Georgia banks of small 
capitalization to increase their capi- 
tal stock through sale of notes and 
debentures to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and thereby make 
themselves immediately eligible for 
membership in the federal reserve 
system and qualify for membership in 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration, which becomes operative 
January 1, 1934. 

Announcement of the program’s ap- 
proval was made here by B. H. Swan, 
Georgia supervisor of loans and deben- 
tures for the R. F. C. 

Mr. Swan said that the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation had obtain- 
ed a ruling that the emergency bank- 
ing act passed during the special ses- 
sion of congress permits small banks 
S capitalization of less than $25,- 
to sell notes or debentures to the 


‘R. F. C. and that the funds derived 


may be used as part of the capital of 
the institution. 

Under the terms of the federal re- 
serve act a bank must have a capi- 
talization of $25,000 before being 
eligible to membership in the system. 

R. E. Gormley, state superintendent 
of banks, said Monday afternoon that 
between 40 and 50 banks in Georgia 
have a capitalization of less than $25,- 
000 but added that he did not know 
how many of them were anxious to 
increase their capital so that they 
become members of the federal re- 
serve. 

“There are some of the banks which 
do not desire to join the reserve sys- 
tem at this time,” Mr. Gormley said. 
“However, there are others who will 
wish to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity. It will be left up to the di- 
rectors, of course.” 

Under the act setting up the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insprance Corporation all 
banks obtaining deposit insurance for 
their clients must joint the federal re- 
serve system not later than January 
1, 1936

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KEYHOLE URCHIN. 

One object that attracted a lot of 
attention at the seafood display last 
week was a keyhole urchin. This 
name, let it be known, has no refer- 
ence to the scandalmonger whose tele- 
scope is a keyhole. It is just a star- 
fish of sorts, often found along the 
Georgia coast. Technically known as 
Mellita quinquesperforata, the keyhole 
urchin is merely a flattened disc, with 
five elongated holes passing through 
the disc. According to the technical 
descriptions one of the “keyholes,” or 
lunules, is located between the poste- 
rior radii, while the other four are lo- 
cated at the end of the posterior and 
lateral radii; the anterior radius is 
without the perforation, 

That description is too involved. 
Consider this one. The dise is flat 
and about four inches across. On the 
top, which is slightly curved, there is 
a bare outline of five arms, which 
might seem merely the imprint of a 
starfish on wet sand. At the end of 
four of these armlike designs are long 
narrow slits and between two of them 
is a fifth slit. This arrangement 
gives the appearance of three slits at 
one: edge and two others near the op- 
posite edge. 

Along with serpent stars, brittle 
stars, feather stars, sea lilies, spiny 
sea urchins, sand dollars and the end- 
less other varieties of spiny creatures, 
the keyhole urchin is placed in the 
phylum Echinodermata. That word 
means nothing more or less than 
“spiny-skinned.” 

As a group, the starfish clan has 
a wide distribution over the face of 
the globe. Furthermore, they are

New Films in 
Germany. 

About six months ago Dr, Goeb- 
bels, German minister of propaganda, 
told an assembly of film directors to 
stop worrying about new subjects, but 
to take their scenarios from every- 
day German life which “for years 
has been the most dramatic scenario 
imaginable.” 

The. Ufa Company has answered 
the appeal of the propaganda minis- 
ter with a film which is called 100 
per cent Hitlerite and which intro- 
duces “a new spirit in filmdom.” The 
premiere was an event of glittering 
pomp and circumstance. In the big- 


geat theater of Berlin, with Herren 
itler and Goebbels and Baldur Von 
Schirach in the logue d'honneur, with 
battalions of young Hitlerites immo- 
bile, stiff lined up along both sides, 
with flags and standards and banners 
decorating the interior, with a splen- 
did band opiazine: with the nest 
monocles of Germany in evidence and 
the best polished riding boots, the first 
showing of this film, which is known 
as “Hitlerjunge Quex,” was more of 
a celebration than a success. The 
atmosphere was quasi-religious, says 
one German critic, “Like a battlefield 
asleep,” adds a Frenchman, who saw 
the picture, of which nothing may be 
shown in France for some réason or 
other, not even stills. 

But what is the subject of this 
film? It ig to introduce a new spirit 
in German filmdom. What is that 
new spirit? In order to find out l 
read all the write-ups of the all the 
Berlin and all the foreign correspond- 
ents in Berlin. The bellringers say 
it’s a glorious film. Maybe it is. 
But all the foreigners who have seen 
it, that is to say, men and women 
who may still exercise their critical 
faculties, all of them declare with 
amazing singleness of opinion that the 
great German film is an adaptation 
of the soviet film, “The Road to 
Life,” which appeared in America un- 
der the title of “Let’s Build a Rail- 
way,” I believe. Of course in the 
German film it’s the kids of pan-Ger- 
manists who triumph, while in the 
red film it’s the communist kids. 

But that’s merely a change of cos- 
tume. The central idea, the principle 
is the same, youth saves the old worn- 
out classes of society and saves itself.

“I believe 
in tradition but only in its proper place. | 
“Yale has one of the finest fellows in the game as head 

coach. But he had no experience other than that'gained coach- 
ing some Mex kids. And here he is stuck in one of the biggest 
jobs in the game. It’s a tradition to have a Yale man 4s 
coach and that’s all right,” he said, “but why pick on a swell 
young fellow who hasn’t the experience for it?

WILL WAIT.

SEEKS GRANT. 

Tonight, Abbott had a lengthy chat 
with Bill Terry, Memphis boy, and 
manager of the world’s champion 
Giants, about a certain player upon 
whom the Giants have strings that 
he wants to get. Abbott, back in 
1922, suggested the name of Bill 
Terry to John J. McGraw as a big 
league prospect and McGraw signed 
him off the Memphis sandlots, where 
he managed a team, on Abbott’s sug- 
gestion. 

Terry likes Abbott very well and 
today the two had a talk about the 
player. Terry is going to Galveston 
with the Atlanta delegation and there 
will be more talks. 

Abbott also did Terry’s Giants an- 
other favor in sending them Bill 
Shores, right-handed pitcher, who did 
some good relief work at the fag end 
of the pennant race. Shores was from 
Abbott’s Portland club, 

A LITTLE MONEY. 

“A little money will go a long way 
toward getting ball players this year 
and I already have the players lined 
up,” Abbott stated. He recalled the 
season of 1921 when he bought 11 
ball players. for the Memphis club,

NANCY PAGE 
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Here Are Helps for a Beautiful Flower Garden Quilt 


BY FLORENCE La GANKE 


Nancy had seen so many hexagons 
or grandmother’s garden quilts made 
incorrectly that she decided to dis- 
cuss the pattern with her quilt club 
members. She asked them to send for 
the leaflet giving the full-size pat- 
tern and the diagram showing how to 
set the blocks together. 

Then she discussed it with them. 
“You notice that I give two size hexa- 
gons. You may use whichever one 
you prefer, but I think the quilt is 
prettier if you choose the smaller one, 
And remember that the seams have 
not been allowed in the pattern as 
given. I suggest that you take the 
pattern to a tinsmith and ask him 
to cut a pattern for you. Have him 
bevel the edges. Then you will have 
a true pattern to use in a 
many, many pieces. A card-board 
or sand-paper pattern gets worn at 
the corners long before enough blocks 
are cut. 

Next, plan the color scheme. I sug- 
gest a warm yellew for the center, 
then a plain print in pastel colors. 
Don’t try to use red, vivid green, dark 
brown or pale gray. These colors 
fight with the softer colored ones. 
Don’t try to have every block in the 
quilt of a different color. It can’t be 
done successfully. There will be six 
plain ginghams, all the same color in 
each block. Then cut the 12 hexa- 
gons of a print which has a pre- 
dominating color as found in the in- 
ner six. Then cut 18 hexagons of a 
small figured green print. Do not 
choose stripes. The artist used stripes 
to show the separate pieces but 
stripes are disastrous. So are checks
